CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—"More Uood has 


flowed in Chicago in the first aix month! 
jf this year than was known on somo 
battlenejds which history calls impor- 
tant. The number of unnatural deaths 
n Chicago greatly exceeds the total 
number of Americans killed in the Span- 
sh-American wnr by bullets. It has teen 
as bloody as many of the battlefields of 
the Russian-Japanese -war," eaid City 
Statistician Hugo Grosser yesterday in 
summarising his statistics for the period 
ending June 30. He showed by his fig- 
ures that liie in Chicafio has been ex- 
ceedingly cheap. Two persons weie kill- 
ed a, day on an average, while an aver- 
age of "more than three persons daily 
met unnatural deaths. He said that tho 
first six months established a, new record 
for murders in Chicago. 


According to his figures 352 persons 


were killed and 3,710 injured through ac- 
cidents l^o-st year for tho same period 
ninety-three mot accidental deaths and 
533 were accidentally injured. He places 
the total murders nnd manslaughters at 
eighty-one and shows that Of)5 persons 
were "injured by personal violence. Last 
year forty-five"were killed and 390 -wore

pected to prove a bij; help in the per- 
fecting of the rural delivery system of 
the country. 


A feature of interest in rural deliv- 


ery which people generally do not know 
about perhaps is that a carrier on a ru- 
ral route bus the authority to take a 
newly mailed letter and deliver it to 
somebody who may be'furl her alon^ on 
the route.

Peter Vieau was born in the old trad- 


ing post which stood at tlie foot of the 
"lime ridge," in the addition to Mitchell 
park, Jan. 10, 1S20. Mr. Vieau's father 
was Jacques Vieau, an Indian 
trader, 


who was born in Montreal. May 5. 1757, 
and who died at Fort Howard, July 3, 
1852, being then 05 years of age. Jacques 
Vieau married Angclinc, 
dauyliter of 


Joseph Le Roy, a trader of Green Bay, 
in the year 17SO. and from the 
union 


sprang a family of twelve children, six 
of whom were born at the trading p'ist 
of Mr. Vieau. Peter was Ihe sixth chili! 
to be born there. 


Mr. Vieau was probably the last mem 


bcr of the old fur-trading families of 
Wisconsin, who himself actually engaged 
in the trade. From earliest youth he 
was familiar with forest life and the for- 
ost'trade all the way between Ciiieagc 
and Luke Superior. He had a wide mid 
intimate acquaintance with early triid 
ers and Indians. Possessing a retentive 
memory, he was well versed in the Jn 
dian traditions of the state.

CONDOR OPEfLYIX FIELD.. 


So far ns results are concerned, yes- 


terday was another field day for Chair- 
man Connor, despite the activity of Mc- 
Gillivray and the serious earnestness of 
Davidson, and this all brings out the fact 
thnt Connor's candidacy is nn accepter! 
fact and that the privileges of the voters 
under the primary election, appear to be 
entirely forgotten by the administration 
politicians, who swarm aroxind the state 
fnir grounds. All deny that they came to 
Milwaukee for the purpose of holding 
anything in tho nature of a caucus or 
conference, but admit that they have in- 
formally talked matters over with Chair- 
man Connor.

Charging that David E. Sherriek, audi- 
tor of state, is guilty of "a plain, and in- 
excusable violation of tlie law and a 
gross betrayal of public trust in the in- 
vestment of trust .funds belonging to the 
state in private affairs of his own," Gov. 
Hanly today entered an executive order, 
declaring that by reason of the embez- 
zlement of public funds, the the office of 
state auditor was declared vacant. The 
governor announced further that he had 
offered the position of state auditor to 
Warden Bigler of Wabash. 


According to Gov. Hanly's statement, 


he asked Sherriclc for his resignation. 
Not forthcoming the order declaring the 
vacancy was made. Mr. Sherriek could 
not be seen today. 


According to the correspondence that 


lias passed between the governor and Mr. 
Sherriek and the statement 
issued by 


the governor today, the state auditor 
is, in effect, indebted to the state to the 
extent of $145,000 in round numbers. 


The charge is that the auditor loaned 


funds of the state to private individuals 
and that these individuals, when pressed 
for settlement recently, could not make 
it. The'firm of J. H. Slurry and com- 
pany, hardwood lumber dealers, is con- 
cerned in r'lese loans to the amount of 
$50,000, all endorsed by Willard S. Wick- 
ard, the tr^msurer of the company. 


In his statement today Gov. Hanly 


referred _ ' o these notes of the J. H. 
Murry company as forgeries "so far as 
the Murry company was 
concerned." 


These notes were endorsed by WilSard 
Wickard, as secretary-treasurer of the 
company, and it is stated the company 
itself refused to acknowledge the in- 
debtedness.

WITTE HOLDS OUT HOPE 


Will do All in His Power 


Ameliorate Condition ot 


Jews in Russia. 


to 


NEW YORK, Sept. 
13.—Before 
M. 


Witte left his hotel for the steamer Yes- 
terday on his return to Russia, he had a 
conference with Isaac N. Seligman and 
Oscar Straus of this city and 
Adolph 


Kraus of Chicago. Mr. Seligman 
said 


after the conference: 


"Mr. Witte allowed us to foresee the 


emancipation of the Jews in Russia an<J 
their participation in the government of 
the empire in the same degree and pro- 
portion that other Russian subject are 
allowed to participate. 


"Mr. Witte made no pledges engaging 


his government; he'.spoke for himself as 
an individual, but it is well known that 
while at present he is not in power he 
soon will be. With, him at the helm, the 
Jews in Russia will again enjoy civic and 
national recognition. 
We 
have 
Mr. 


Witte's word for it that as far as he 
himself may be able, everything will be 
done to give to the Jews of Ruasia their 
full constitutional rights. Discrimina- 
tion prejudicial to them, the injustice of 
which admits freely will be ended and 
they will be placed on an equal footing 
with the rest of the emperor's subjects." 


Mr. Seligman was asked if the sub- 


ject of loan to Russia to be made by a 
syndicate of Jewish financiers had been 
broached but he replied in the. negative. 


"The matter of a loan," said he, "was 


not even suggested. 
Mr. Witte at the 


time of our first conference with him at 
Portsmouth had expressed a desire to 
confer with us further on the question 
of the persecution of Jews in Russia and 
restrictions particularly 
affecting the 


Jews and suggested their abolition and 
repeal. I may say that we left Mr. Witte 
impressed witli the belief that the re- 
forms urged by us will be in effect, and 
that at no distant day the Jews of Russia 
will enjoy equal rights with all other 
Russian subjects/' 


IN THE LAND OF LAW. 


Milwaukee Daily News: 
In discuss- 


ing conditions in Russia, the New York 
American declares that "in Russia laws 
are made to be broken. A native critic 
said the Russian legislation was like a 
horseshoe; it came so hot from the an- 
vil that no one dared touch it, it sooti 
grew so cold that every one handled it, 
and finally it was trodden under foot. 
Just and minatory laws come forth to 
terrify evil doers. But soon every one 
forgets them." Russia seems to be much 
like the United States in respect to the 
force of its laws. 


In the United States there are laws 


and laws and still more laws. Laws 
multiply. The man that makes two laws 
grow where one law grew before is hail- 
ed as a public benefactor. Congress 
grinds out laws for the nation and its 
hopper always is full. The legislatures 
of the several states are ever active in 
legislating for local needs. In the lesser 
divisions of the state the minor states- 
men are up and doing in the enacting of 
ordinances. Every year .thousands of 
new 
laws are passed. The 
citizen is 


hedged in with laws. Ho can not move 
without coming in contact with a legis- 
lative enactment. Yet he goes about his 
way without concern of the law. If he 
were to seek to inform himself as to the 
hiw, he would need to read twenty-four 
hours in the day and then he could not 
hope to keep pace with the legislative 
grist. 


Why arc thorp so many laws in a land 


where the people theoretically at least 
govern 
themselves? Elected 
to con- 


gress, the legislature or a municipal 
council and the representative of the 
people is seized with a desire to father a 
law. One law fathered nnd he becomes 
ambitions to raise a family of laws. The 
more laws that he may succeed in get- 
ting passed, the greater statesman he be- 
comes in his own estimation and in Uio 
opinion of his admiring constituents. But 
ns many laws ns he may succeed in get- 
ting enacted, he can not compete with 
the aspiring statesman out of a job, who 
is prepared to promise the. millcnium if 
he be given opportunity to have a hand 
in the passing of the country's laws. The 
statesmen of the country in office and 
out 
of 
office of necessity must busy 


themselves with finding evils to remedy 
and in concocting laws to set 
things 


aright. 


In Russia, it is said, the laws are so 


hot when they are enacted that no one 
dares to touch them. In the United 
States they 
lire hammered out cold. 


There is a great noise in their making 
and then they are ignored. The passing 
of a law satisfies everyone. It doesn't 
bother the citizens that arc forbidden to 
do things; and it pleases mightily those 
citizens that stop evils and remedy 
abuses by statutory enactments without 
troubling themselves over the law's en- 
forcement.

CLEVELAND, O.. Sept. 12.—'-'It takes 


infinite patienae ami courage to compel 
men to have coutick'iicG iu you. I believe 
I have both of these; qualities and I also 
believe that they are tiie secrets of -my 
success. 


'•I learned to cultivate both ol them 


when I wan lli years of age." 


This was the declaration of John D. 


Rockefeller yesterday when he broke an- 
other precedent by receiving and admit- 
ting <i newspaper reporter to his Forest 
Hill home ami submitting to an inter- 
view. 


The oil king proved to be easy to in- 


terview- because he did most, of the talk- 
ing. It is the rule of his life not to 
speak for the public prints. Long ago 
lie found it impracticable to do so and 
he has adhered strictly to the rule, al- 
though he intimated yesterday that he 
boars no personal ill will against the 
newspaper fraternity. Indirectly lie said 
that all who looked for the truth con- 
ccrninf,' hiiu would lind it some day. 


"All thins* conic around in time," he 


soon afterward Mr.. Chisholm began to 
develop the iron and stoel industry here, 
we went into the oil business,••.. others 
branched out along different lines—all 
were successful, and today every young- 
man of Cleveland derives great benefit 
from those early enterprises; The city 
grew up around them and it seems to be 
only a matter of choice with the young 
man himself today; the city is full of 
opoprtunities." 


Again the conversation drifted to the 


weather. Mr. Rockefeller, as he looked 
out of the window at the drizzling rain 
and autumn gloom, said: 
"X never re- 


gret the coming of fall, although 
it 


marks the close of the out-door season, 
and I have found out-door exercise won- 
derfully beneficial to my health. 


LIKES TO RIDE HIS WHEEL. 


"1 like to ride my wheel over the golf 


links best of all, perhaps, and winter 
puts a stop to that. But we need winter. 
I believe we in the temperate zone are 
better for it. 
V\'e need the invigorating 


inllucnrc of cold weather. 


"Eacit winter I take a party of my 


friends south to spend a month. This is 
for the purpose of getting into the open 
air more, rather than for the purpose of 
getting the milder climate. Mrs. Rocke- 
feller always admonishes me against, too 
long n stay in the south, because she 
maintains, and rightly, I believe, that all 
of us who belong to the north need the 
cold weather." 


said on this subject. "Time works won- 
ders." 


PrXK ROSEBUD IX LAPEL. 


Rockefeller's clothes were neat, of per- 


fect lit, chosen with excellent taste and 
•withal he was the picture o£ a. well- 
groomed old gentleman who was at 
peace witli the world, loved people, en- 
joyed life and one who lived for all there 
was in life. 


In the lapel of his coat was a pink 


rosebud which lie had picked from a bush 
in his dooryard at Forest Hill. In his 
cravat reposed a 
largo black pearl, a 


magnificent jewel, yet one that would 
jiot be observed by one a yard away 
from hh'i as it reposed on the black 
background. 


When told of the pleasure and sur- 


prise expressed by the press humorists 
who called upon him at Forest Hill last 
week and spent an hour iu his company 
he said: ''Surprise? You say 
they 


wore surprised. Ah, there is something 
1 can not and never could understand." 


TIME WILL COKHECT ERRORS. 
His hand passed nervously over his 


forehead and, although he did not say 
BO, it was evident that he thought of the 
popular impression of him—cloistered in 
bis fortress at Forest Hill, an impassable 
fortress beyond the gates of which it is 
supposed that none may enter. 


-'Time will traighten 
out 
many of 


those things,'' he said after u brief pause 
and then suddenly referring to the jok- 
ers again: -'Yes, we had a pleasant hour 
together.

"In regard to what is called my seclu- 


sion, it has been imperative that I deny 
myself the associations with people that 
I naturally enjoyed.

courage was when I was making out 
bills of lading for canal and lake boats 
here in Cleveland. There was much to 
try the patience there and the first op- 
portunity in ;ny life to take the wrong 
course, to repel rather than compel con- 
fidence from my associates and employ- 
ers, came to me then. 


"Often a captain would want me to 


put down the wrong figure. He would 
assure me that it would never be known, 
that it was the customary way of doing 
things and tluit it was the right thing 
for tne to do. I reasoned .with him: "If 
this and this is so then so and so is 
right.' 


"I insisted upon what I thought was 


right, but had patience with all who op- 
posed me. Soon my employers noticed 
my methods of doing business; other em- 
ployers know tha*t I wanted to do the 
right thing; bankers thon came to have 
confidence in me, and then success fol- 
lowed stop by step." 


YOUNG MAN'S CHAXCES TODAY. 
"What are the young man's chances 


today t" was asked. 


"Far better today in Cleveland than 


when I was a boy here. In those days 
this was a small city and the industries 
that flourish here today were unhenrd 
of then. There were very limited oppor- 
tunities for the young man who wanted 
to make a substantial figure in., life. But 


FOREIGN TRADE OF THREE POWERS 


Chicago Record-Herald: 
In an inter- 


view with n reporter for The Record-Her- 
ald Mr. William J. Onahan said that the 
scepter of supremacy in trade and com- 
merce hitherto held by Great Britain was 
being wrested from that country. The 
United States and Germany were now 
foremost in the race. 


It would seem that these assertions 


should be taken with some qualifications, 
and certainly they would be very mis- 
leading if they gave the idea that the 
United Kingdom was doing a relatively 
small business. For though its share in 
the world's trade has not increased by as 
great percentages as that of other coun- 
tries, it still remains in the lead. During 
the fiscal year ending .Tune 30, 1005, its 
imports were $2,080,038,320 and its ex- 
ports -1.520.330,8(51, which gives a total of 
$1,209,3(511,181. During the same year the 
United Stntes imports were $1,117,512,- 
029 and its exports $1,481,744,605, which 
gives a total of ,?2,fiOO,2, 
:i7,324. Even peo- 


ple who look to exports only will be im- 
pressed by the figures, since they show 
that the United Kingdom led the United 
States. They should remember also that 
we arc helped by an enormous output of 
food products and raw materials. Un- 
manufactured cotton made up $380,000,- 
000 worth of our exports, 
brcadstuffs 


$107,000,000 worth and provisions $170,- 
000.000. 


We have not the German figures for 


the same period, but for the calendar 
year 1004 they were: Imports, $1,497.- 
25(5.000; exports, $1,231,054,000; total, 
82,728,310,000. That gives a total foreign 
trade larger than our own, but much 
smaller than the United Kingdom's, while 
the exports a.re inferior to those of the 
United Kingdom and also to those of the 
United Stntes. 


Evidently the United Kingdom is still 


a smart competitor, even if it does not 
hold its old pre-eminence, and it gains 
much by being a good customer of the 
United States and thus helping to swell 
our exports. For example, it took $176,- 
000,000 of our raw cotton, or double Ger- 
many's bill which it converted into cloths 
that assisted in increasing .its exports. 
There is certainly plenty of vigor and 
abundant capital in British trade, and if 
it does not show relatively great in- 
creases now that is simply because its 
industries have been highly developed for 
a ionger period than those of other coun- 
tries.

FACTS ABOUT ASIATIC CHOLERA; DREAD 


SCOURGE KILLS ITS VICTIMS QUICKLY. 


The presence of Asiatic cholera in Germany along the Weiehsel river and in 


the Philippines at Manila ig causing no enrul of alarm and arousing fresh interest 
in this deadly disease. It is known as cholera indicus. 3t hns existed permanent- 
ly at Calcutta and the southern part of Bengal since 1817 at least. 
However, 


there have been epidemics of it antedating the Christian era.

This is followed with violent and frequent diarrhoea, vomiting, and vertigo. 
In from, one to six hours buzzing of the ears, palpitation of the heart, pres- 


sure over the stomach, an anxious, gray face, and blueness of the whole surface 
supervene. 
Pain in the stomach and in the region of the heart arc often severe, and 


cramps occur in the calves and arms. 


The patient suiters constantly from thirst. 
Temperature remains at 05 degrees and the pulse seldom exceeds 100. Respir- 


ation increases. 


Patients sink into a somnolent and then into a comatose condition. 
This may be followed by death or sudden improvement, which may be follow- 


ed by- convalescence or a fatal unconsciousness. 


'Of mild cases, about :50 per cent arc fatal. Of more severe cases, about 00 per 


cent. 


Care, nursing, stimula-nts, opium, and astringents are used in treating chol- 


era. Borne success has attended the injection of salt solution. Anti-cholera in- 
oculation has been attempted, \Vifrh partly successful effect. 


Cholera is said not, to be contagious, but an infectious disease spread by wa- 


ter or food. 


The United States had a cholera epidemic in 1832. It was brought to Quebec 


by immigrants from Ireland. It entered the United States at Detroit and thence 
»prpfld through the west to the. Pacific const nnd to New. Orleans. 


The disease prevailed in America in 1848 and 18fi2 and 1805-8. 
Cases were also reported in New Orleans in 1873, and there were a few in the 


port of New York in 18112, brought from Hamburg. Tho United States 
troops 


found it in the Philippines in 1890.

SHOOTING CASE 


Ernest Stewart Declares no One 


But Himsell is Responsible 


lor Wound in Head. 


MYSTERY CLEARED 


UP BY STATEMENT 


Declares There is uo Woruan iu the 


Affair, Either Directly or Indi- 


rectly—Left for Visit to 


I'oruier- Home Today. 


:'It was a foolish net; no one else was 


responsible, cither directly or indirectly." 
Such was the statement made by Ernest 
Stewart this morning to a Journal repor- 
ter in tho course of a conversation ancnt 
the bullet wound in his head received 
some three weeks ago. 


During the course of the interview the 


Journal representative 
informed 
Mr. 


Stewart that since the shooting numerous 
stories had been afloat regarding the af- 
fair, nnd that in many of them it had 
been asserted that some woman had tried 
to take his life. 


WOMAN NOT IMPLICATED. 


Mr. Stewart emphatically said that in 


no way, shape or manner was the shoot- 
ing done by nny woman, nnd that the 
act had been committed while in a state 
of momentary depression. What the im- 
pelling reason was, Mr. Stewart did not 
volunteer to say, contenting himself with 
practically declaring that it -was his own 
hand and not that of any other person 
that wns responsible for the "foolish" 
act. 


CLEARS UP MYSTERY. 


This statement clears up what has-been 


a mystery in the minds of almost all the 
citizens of Racine ever since the morning 
when he wns found, semi-conscious, bleed- 
ing from a bullet wound back of his head, 
in his sleeping quarters n.t the Porter 
Furniture Company. At the time he de- 
clared most positively that, he had not 
been shot, either by his own hand or 
through an attempt upon his life by some 
other person, alleging that the wttxmd 
had been caused by getting up in the 
night, on becoming sick at his stomach, 
and that suddenly he beciune dizzy, and 
his head striking the bedpost, caused the 
wound nnd subsequent unconsciousness. 


LED TO SUICIDE THEORY. 


It will nlso be remembered that a re- 


volver was found on a table near his bed, 
nnd that the first words the wounded 
man uttered were: "Put back the revol- 
ver in the drawer." The pistol had not 
been purchased very long, and several 
days before the shooting occurred, he hod 


remarked to a friend words to the effect 
that people desiring to commit suicide 
didn't know how to make a successful 
issue of it; that the only sure way was 
to fire a bullet right here (pointing to 
the back of his head under the 
ear). 


From the foregoing many believed that 
tho young man had tried to end his life, 
but others persistently clung to the opin- 
ion that even despite 
this statement, 


some other hand than his own had fired 
the charge into his head. What amounts 
to practically a confession that he alone 
was responsible for the act, will clear up 
the situation. 


A MOST POPULAR YOUNG MAN. 


During the time that Mr. Stewart has 


lived in Racine, he has made friends by 
the hundred, and when he was removed 
to the hospital, scores of people called up 
every day, or telephoned the Porter Fur- 
niture store, inquiring about his condi- 
tion. 


No one could believe that Mr. Stewart 


had planned self destruction. Always of 
a cheery nature, ever smiling and jolly, 
it =eomed impossible that lie had tried to 
kill himself, and that is what led many 
people to believe some one else had fired 
the bullet. 


It may be said that no affair in Racine 


has ever been as mysterious as the one 
above, and Mr. Stewart's statement will 
shed light on what has been puzzling the 
residents of the city for the past two 
weeks. 


Mr. Stewart left for Brodhead, Wis., 


his former home, this afternoon in com- 
pany with his parents for a visit of sev- 
eral days.

battlefields vrhioh history calls impor- 
tant. The number of unnatural deaths 
in Chicago greatly exceeds the total 
number of Americans killed in the Span- 
ish-American war by bullets. It has been 
as bloody as many of the battlefields of 
the Russian-Japanese war," 
said Ctty 


Statistician. Hugo Grosser yesterday in 
summarising his statistics for the period 
ending June 30. He showed by his fig- 
ures that life in Chicago has been ex- 
ceedingly cheap. Two persons -were kill- 
ed a day on an average, while an aver- 
age of more than three persons daily- 
met unnatural deaths. He said that the 
first sis months established a. new record 
for murders in Chicago. 


According to hU figures 352 penona 


were killed and 3,716 injured through ac- 
cidents. Last year for the same period 
ninety-three mot accidental deaths and 
553 were accidentally injured. He places 
the total murders and manslaughters at 
eighty-one and shows that 905 persons 
were injured by personal violence. Last 
year forty-five were killed and 390 -were 
injured through personal violence. To 
these figures add 210 suicides and Chica- 
go has a, total of 643 unnatural deaths in 
1S1 days.

A NATIONAL MARRIAGE A-VD DI- 


V011CB LAW. 


Tho government lens begun the work 


of collecting statistics bearing <lirnctly 
upon mnrriajte and divorce. Very rightly 
it was determined that with the extnn- 
sivo machinery oE the permanent, census 
bureau and the large olliec force it keeps 
on hand, such bureau might .just as well 
ho earning its salaries by doing some- 
thing useful and producing figures of real 
interest that our clclvera into marriage 
and divorce lore ir.ay revel in to the 
hearts content. 


It, seems last 
winter 
the, plans 


for this work were developed systema- 
tically as a result of iirst, the sugges- 
tions of the president in his annual mes- 
sage, and second, the prompt response, of 
congress thereto. .But in this it is not in- 
timated the census bureau could not of 
its own organization make special injuir- 
ios. Of course the subject of manufactor- 
ies, of commerce and of trade arc stock 
subjects mid arc. often overworked, the 
result being the iimiis«ins: of immense 
tomes of statistics and later condensing 
into ponderous volumes of printed and 
bound books. 
Within these statistical 


stacks are the treasured secrets of mnny 
a firm comru-Ued to rely upon the state- 
ment, such archives are not open 
to 


private inquiry, and tho only use made 
by tin; government is the collating of 
such in bulk. Perhaps so, but anyway 
tile collection of the statistics bearing 
upon marriage and divorce are not per- 
sonal and there can be no possible ob- 
jection to their being gathered in and 
touching upon all points. 


Nothing but an inquiry by the govern- 


ment could give the value to such statis- 
tics. The entire force of the census bur- 
eau can be utilized as this in this work, 
and the records of courts in every state 
nud territory will be opened to the re- 
quest of federal oflicials armed with thc.ir 
credentials from Washington. 


The census year of JS!>0 was the d;itc 


on which tile Inst statistics were gather- 
ed, these, figures in rozmnon with the /ig- 
Tires bearing upon all other subjects col- 
lected 
by the government census bur- 


eau having been >ceurcd for the year 
previous or of 1SS!). these being the latest 
available for the census year. The Inst 
census year of 1<1I)0 bad the marriage and 
divorce st;iti«ties been gathered would, 
as wen- al) other figures, have been those 
for the year IB!"', but it hoing rather 
suspected congress would establish a per- 
annnent census bureau, this work was not 
undertaken, with the result, that left 
later on. the full, ^ITteient force of tho 
bureau fo be turned in on this one sub- 
ject, and thereforc, the figures finailv ar- 
rived at. will be of the greatest value. 


Among other things the report will 


give in good form the different state and 
territorial mnrringe and 
divorce' laws 


with a careful dis~ee(ion of each, (he fig- 
ures going back to the year succeeding 
those fathered in issn. The 
different 


state jind territorial of!icin!< will lie com- 
municated \vith, so that the 
grounds 


upon which 
in general 
divorce were 


granted, may he collated. The rccordr, 
of courts will be carefully examined for 
evidence in order that the 
incomplete 


state records may be better fdled out 
nnd there being no returns made what- 
ever of individual cases, them can be no 
passible objection to the most thorough 
researches in all the states and territor- 
ies. 


These statistics can not possibly 
be 


made available for this session of eon- 
gres, perhaps not before a succeeding con- 
gress call convf-ne, but as the work will 
be so comprehensive and the collating so 
thoroughly done, when the official report 
is ready, it will be taken up for discus- 
sion by earnest men in every st.ifc and 
by our national legislators, with the end 
in view now being sought, for the crea- 
tion of a national marriage and divorce 
law, taking precedence of all 
present 


stu-lx: laws,.

time leases and exclusive franchises or as 
in Chicago franchises for constructing 
tunnels, that have set the example, and 
since Judge Bafler of Indiana has held 
public service corporations can not con- 
tract in options to turn over their prop- 
erties to the municipalities in any agree- 
ment after any fixed term of years, it 
effectually settles both cities in this fea- 
ture.

Chicago claims tho legislature has pro- 


vided for its building nnd owning a trac- 
tion system, and therefore buying out the 
old companies. Perhaps. But if this de- 
cision holds of this Federal Judge Par; 
ker that service corporations are, 'incom- 
petent to contract for th'e return of their 
property to the 
municipality in any 


agreement, it, would provide for all ex- 
isting franchises. But if this Indiana de- 
cision is good law there is but one thing 
to do. and that is for all municipalities 
as well as counties'and state to fully re- 
tain the ownership of what they certainly 
own in the first place, and if. it is not the 
best policy to operate direct, these pub- 
lic service works, then only to lease out 
for fixed terms. In this latter case when 
the lease term was up, there could be no 
question whatever of the right of the mu- 
nicipality to again lease out to the best 
possible advantage. 


Racine is in precisely the same situa- 


tion as are other cities if this Indiana 
decision has not been misinterpreted, for 
as to the water works the provision is 
incorporated contemplating the purchase 
by the city of the property at the termi- 
nation of fixed terms. The Indianapolis 
gas company did no different, it being 
understood that in its franchise the right 
of the city to purchase tho property at 
the termination of a certain period, or 
that ,i,t the end of a certain period the 
property became vested hack in the city, 
was provided for, and the judge held the 
public service corporation was not compe- 
tent to do this. Possible 
legal 
minds 


mny decipher all this, as to the applica- 
tion generally, but the hint hag been 
given and franchises in the future should 
be mighty well considered before being 
granted from any source, and if all such 
public rights conferred to operate public 
utilities were in the strict form of leases, 
there would be a decided gain to the peo- 
ple in more ways than one. 


But Xew York has given away for a 


long term of years invaluable subway 
franchises. 
It not only furnished tho 


money to build (ho subways, but it then 
proceeded to give on a long lease the sole 
right to operate, with the result the sub- 
way corporation has already taken on it- 
self the features of real ownership, and 
as Mr. Watson says, if the contemplated 
additional fmjiebises arc to 
be given 


away by the Rapid Transit commission- 
ers for long terms or in practical perpet- 
uity, the rights of the city will be fore- 
closed for generations to come. But he 
thinks it will be better for the city not 
now attempt to take over the surface 
service corporations and elevated roads, 
but to construct sideways and operate 
them itself. 
This would give the sur- 


face monopolies plenty to think of and 
make the way easier for the city to re- 
gain the rights it once so freely granted 
away. - 


The moral is that whatever municipali- 


ties have left, they 
had 
better 
very 


strictly guard. 


OHUIl.VAl., SEVTIMEM'AI.ISM. 


The success of the convicted wife mur- 


derer and bigamist Koch seems to have 
encouraged a New York rival whom re- 
ports say ha,s induced fifty women or so 
io become his wife. 
As this scoundrel 


Tloeh evoked sympathy to such purpose 
from sentimental women that practically 
hi! has succeeded in having his capital 
sentence nullified, there can hardly be 
any doubt but that the New York Blue- 
beard will linvc the same good luck. If 
tile law seized upon these lecherous fel- 
lows and only too often assassins as well, 
'ind incarcerated them to such purpose 
no sentimentalist could get 
within 
a 


mile, the cause of justice would bo far 
better served. Again if these fellows were 
tried upon the strict merits of the case 
and not upon the technical points more 
convictions could be secured, ajid this im- 
provement could well be applied to thc- 
trials of all other criminals. 


A late collection of statistics of crimi- 


nality including murders shows a small 
percentage of convictions, and tho per- 
centage of arrests a.re small enough, so it 
would seem that the chances of perpetra- 
tors of crime escaping all 
punishment 


arc much greater than are the chances of 
the law, punishing them. These fellows 
committing criminal acts upon a large, 
to say wholesale scale, in fact seem to 
bo safer from a merited punishment, than 
the retailer in criminal acts. In some 
way lachrymose men and 
women can 


readily be found to fully sympathize with 
seoutulrclism and if the law is put out of 
commission to use the word, it is only be- 
cause sympathetic cords stretch out suf- 
ficiently io enlist others in the work of 
relea.se or to afford additionalchances for 
escape from punishment. 


This small percentage of convictions, 


omitting to consider the much smaller 
number of actual inflictions of the sen- 
tences by the law, has of late years agi- 
tated the (|iiesHon among thinking citl; 


/.ens if the right of pardon should not bo 
taken from state executives as well as 
from state pardon boards. At least this 
pardon proclivities of boards and gover- 
nors should be very materially cut down. 
Deprive the executives anyway, and as to 
pardon boards the vote of every member 
as well as acquiescence of the judge who 
tried the case, the counsel on both sides, 
aud of the jurymen should be necessary 
before pardon should ensue. That natur- 
ally sounds hard but society at large is 
certainly entitled to a far better protec- 
tion Mian it is receiving, nnd this pro- 
tection it can receive in no better way, 
thim the assurance erimiiittJs 
shall be 


properly, and effectively punished, and 


with no chances of pardons from political 
executives and pardon, boards. 


THE XJXIO1V VETERANS. 


Once more the surviving members of 


the Grand Army of the Republic have as- 
sembled in reunion, this time at Denver. 
Year by year the grand march, shows di- 
minishing numbers, but undauntedly the 
survivors march, to the stirring strains 
that once cheered them on under 
the 


rebel shot and shell. From every state 
and territory in the union the brave old 
veterans have come to attend their an- 
nual encampment and what a good old 
time they will have renewing old com- 
radeship and telling the stories of the 
time when they fought treason to oblit- 
eration. But many of the old boys arc 
unable to be present and to tell the truth 
limbs are not quite as lively as they once 
were but if not present in person, they 
are in mind and spirit. 


The army of the union is rapidly disap- 


pearing. It is not all gathered under the 
folds of the: G. A. R. But the roll lessens 
and lessens. The country can not be too 
good to those remaining brave men or 
the widows and children of those who 
have passed on and are now in need. The 
country owes its existence to tho gallant 
middle aged and many very aged men 
who over forty years ago enlisted to 
fight under the banners of tho union and 
mighty well did they fight the good fight. 


They deserve every remembrance tho 


country can give them, nnd this remem- 
brance is all very well when expressed in 
words, but it can be more effectually ex- 
pressed by something more tangible. The 
country's, pension list 
should' not 
be 


grudged and if there are, as doubtless is 
the case, occasional mistakes made in 
granting pensions, let it go. For every 
error, there arc a hundred genuine oases, 
and if it be snid some one gets a pension 
who is not in need, the fact he fought for 
his country and risked his life is reason 
enough. 


The country does not need to wait un- 


til some hero is in need, for what the 
country should do, is to prevent any sin- 
gle one of them from ever coming to need. 
The time has come when the letter of the 
law may be dropped, for many an old 
soldier who has not yet applied for a 
pension, is now unable to secure the proof 
the pension laws require. 
If his name 


can be shown to have been in the rolls, 
let that be enough. If he can show ho 
is in need let the pension 
bo 
liberal 


enough to keep these bravo souls from 
being objects of relief by their neigh- 
bors or by some county asylum. 


Neither should these old veterans lose, 


their citizenship by reason of being an 
occupant of any one of the 
Soldier's 


homes of the country, state'or of the na- 
tion. 
Only lot them be subject to the 


ordinary rules prevailing nnd if 
they 


have been in some homo the legn] term 
required of all citizens in a state, county, 
or precinct, then lot congress ordain they 
shall vote. They are entitled to such.

hats when vou meet him. 


THE MEHCH.wr MAHINE, 


President Hill of the Great Northern 


and Northern Pacific snys rco more shins 
will he have built ill United States ship 
yards until there is a national law for 
the protection of the merchant marine,- 
It is suggested that the trouble with MU. 
Hill was not that ho was unable to build 
the ships on fair minded terms so to 
speak, but that when they were built be 
found American snilormon's wages and 
wages of ship's oflicers so much higher 
than tho wages of foreigner?, that he was 
badly handicapped right along in trying1 


to compete with the ships of foreigners 
who manned their ships at so much less 
cost. 


If it was so arranged that American 


citizens could secure an American regis- 
try for ships purchased abroad it would 
not help matters very much, except per- 
haps something saved in the initial cost, 
for there would certninly remain just the 
same trouble about the much lower wage 
scale, paid foreign saifors and 
officers. 


There can be no way devised to compote 
with these foreign ships if it is this ele- 
ment of wages to bo considered, for no 
laws mny get around this feature, and 
many Americans do not try it. These in- 
vest money in foreign built ships and run 
them cither as joint stock owners or 
as owners, but in this do not get an Am- 
erican registry, having to sail them under 
the flag of foreigners. What perhaps Mr. 
Hill wants is that congress shall by leg- 
islation appropriate every year a sum of 
money sufficient to overcome the differ- 
ence between tho foreign wage scale and 
the American scale, and pay this differ- 
ence to American registered vessels in 
proportion to speed* or tonnage capacity. 


Congress might of course let down the 


protection bars sufficiently to permit for- 
eign built vessels to obtain American reg- 
istry; this would be the appropriation 
of funds to make up tho difference 
in 


cost as to building abroad or nt home and 
wouTfl there end the matter, To establish 
a regular subsidy system would he for 
congress to appropriate from 
year 
to 


yenr a fixed sum necessary to pay Ameri- 
can owners on a defined 
tonnage and 


speed capacity and this would continue 
so long as the vessel was in commission. 
The cost to American lanor would natur- 
ally bo less by the direct plan of giving 
a registry to ships built abroad purchased 
by American citizens than it would be to 
pay yearly subsidies, but this would not 
suit the books of President Hill and of 
others unless the subsidy plan with rich- 
ness in it was also adopted. 


Perhaps no better way could be de- 


vised to protect American labor than t(> 
let things alone ns regards this subsidy 
business against which plan exists such ft 
popular objection. 
If anything i? done 


it would be preferable, by far for con- 
gress to provide for a discrimination in 
duties thus favoring American registered 
vessels transporting foreign product*. 


This' plan has teen favored by eminent 
Americans as being superior in good ef- 
fects and avoiding the objections to a 
regular subsidy system. 


RACINJ3 AND PDBLIO PAB.KS. 


The extensive use being made by Ra- 


cine citizens of such strips of park land 
as have so far been given over to the peo- 
ple is the plainest e\ idcnce that the pub- 
lic appetite is being wbetted for more. 
It is perhaps upon the educational plan, 
but whether so or not, the people are dis- 
covering for themselves, what glorious 
things public parks are. It 
now has 


every appearance the next time tho citi- 
zens have an opportunity to vote for the 
acquisition of park lands, they will not 
vote the question down as they did be- 
fore. 
Our council and mayor certainly 


richly deserve the sincere thanks of every 
citizen for despite the adverse verdict of 
last spring, in still following up the sub- 
ject and providing as they did the ad- 
dition to tho island park that met with 
such favor the first summer the council 
leased. 


Racino is now quite a city for when a- 


city has passed the thirty thousand mark 
it begins to take upon itself new graces.. 
Racine now officially has passed the 32,- 
000 mark and in the next federal census 
is sure to exceed 30,000. The nark- ques- 
tion naturally, is pushing itself forward, 
for as a city grows aud adds io its ex- 
tent, park lands come higher and higher 
priced. 
The time, then to provide for 


park lands is now, at the present time 
before land values have settled them- 
selves proportionately to the increased 
population. 
An increase is bound 
to 


come, and tho territory a.t least may be 
purchased and the improvements made 
from year to year, as the public purse 
affords. This process is that followed by 
many a o.it3', much larger than is Racine, 
and surrounding our boautiful city is an 
area included in which is certain to be 
discovered attractive grounds that will 
make .suita.ble parks. 
If such grounds, 


and that such exist is certain, contain 
natural advantages-of shade, such may 
be Jused liy tho people for recreation pur-1 


po.4cs with but little if any present out- 
la); for adornments. The only expense 
for 
large 
portions 
of 
such 
natural 


grounds would be perhaps for the city to 
construct a principle roadway for use by 
vehicles, 
-, .,. 


It is not the purpose of this article to 


indicate any particular scheme of land 
purchase or to indicate, any particular 
tracts, only to call attention to what can 
now be accomplished and another reason 
will only confirm our citizens in the idea 
that the proper thing to do is to secure 
control of suittnhle nark lands now be- 
fore values rise. 
The educational pro- 


cess is going on and another season or 
two will see the minds of the community 
mndc 'up a.s to the propriety of not only 
advising, but of voting to authorize the 
city government to 
invest in park 


grounds of commanding proportions, 


P.acine must have 'its public pnrk, one 


large main public park readily accessible 
to all'portions of the city, nnd smaller 
parks or pquares for localities. Such will 
bo a strong attraction for tho city, a 
constant enjoyment to tho people and a 
source of health. 


NO CONSPIRACY, 


jThe labor organizations arc all wrong 


if they imagine there is any conspiracy 
on the part of capital to let down the 
bars of Chinese exclusion. But if. is true 
that some eastern manufacturers scared 
because of some unscrupulous men having 
originated what has been called a Chi- 
nese boycott and these men it has been 
asserted were by no means nil Chinese, 
clamored for a let np on the present ex- 
elusion methods. They made the presi- 
dent believe, very harsh methods were 
used in tho examination of Chinese ar- 
tists and merchants presenting them- 
selves for admission, and therefore, the 
president duly instructed less 
harsh 


methods should be used and a good deal 
more courtesy be employed. 


It is also true sentimcntalism is now

nese treaty was up for 
consideration. 


These good people insist those of every 
nationality have entire free access into 
our ports, and Chinese can bo no more ex- 
cluded than any other race. But there is 
no conspiracy on tho part of cnpitnl to 
lot up on Chinese exclusion, that i=5 to ad- 
mit the cheap coolie labor of China and 
of Japan. The labor union people of 
course iiocd to keep their weather eye 
out, but' there is 110 conspiring such as 
tlicv intimate. 


INB'OKJlATtOX OF INTEHEST. 


A special census bulletin informs the 


country of a bit of information it very 
possibly has benn ignorant of. This is 
the fact that 175 cities having popula- 
tions exceeding 2"i,000 luive jinancinl tran- 
sactions which aggregated exceed those 
of the national government. That is 
their aggregate expenditures and dis- 
bursements ,'iro more than are those of 
the general government, but the figures 
do not include the nostoiTice revenues. 
This bulletin snys: Tho total corporate 
receipts of these cities amounted in 1903 
to $541,1)24,203 and the total corporate 
expenditures to $53.j,804,200. The nat- 
ional debt in 1004 amounted to $805,157,- 
410 while the aggregate corporate debt 
of all these cities not allowing for sink- 
ing funds reached a total of $1,134,578,- 
783. 
Our own city possessing in that 


yenr a population exceeding 25,000 figures 
in these totals. But these colossal totals 
of American cities can present when ag- 
gregated together, it is very pleasant to 
note than in the receipts of these 17fi 
cities nnd expenditures, there is a. sur- 
plus of $5,820,003 which admittedly 
is 


some better thnn the general government 
is doing in these days. 


KEEP AT THEM. 


Months have ela.psed which have merg- 


ed into years aince that awful Iroquois 
theater fire holocaust in Chicago and the 
great majority of our theaters, public 
halls and auditoriums 
are but little 


safer than before. That some cities have 
not forgotten the great desideratum of 
practical fire proof buildings, safety ap- 
pliances surrounding the stage and am- 
ple exits, is shown in a late telegram that 
every theater in Brooklyn had been clos- 
ed by the health commissioners until the 
theaters had fully complied 
with 
the 


changes ordered that the safety of the 
public be assured. This seems the only 
way to accomplish the desired end; close 
them up until they do fully comply with 
the law and ordinances. 


Tho fun in Philadelphia, is not over 


yet by anj' means. There promises to 
be some merry political strife if the Re- 
publicans who were formerly in control 
of the party organization and the city 
government launch a ticket of their own. 
In that case the Republicans who have 
tired of boss domination and the respec-

will earnestly hope that the gangsters 
will be robbed of all their power and suf- 
fer such a defeat that Philadelphia can 
once more hold up its bead and say to 
the country that it is governed by an 
honest; administration. 


CITY MUST PAY. 


The verdict of a Chicago jury giving 


one of tho railroads who lost heavily 
through the acts of Deb's rioters away 
back in 1904, judgment for $100,000 
against the city, wil! again recall the 
minds of many people to the troublesome 
times when the troops of the United 
States stood gunrd in Chicago streets and 
at the railroad depots. The eitj- strongly 
defended the suit and argued the cars 
destroyed were not burned by the rioters 
while some of the witnesses rather inti- 
mated the railroads were responsible for 
the heavy loss. But despite this argu- 
'ment and the contention of the 
city

jury held a city is responsible for the de- 
struction of property at the hands of 
rioters.

Our trade with Japan is increasing and 


at the same time the United States is 
one of the choicest customers Japan has. 
Thus in 1R84 the total imports of Japan 
were $27,780,000 of which we shared to 
the amount of 52,103.000, and in 1004, 
twenty years later the imports of Japan 
were $184,038.000. we sharing to the am- 
ount of $28,942,000. We bought from Ja- 
pan in 1H04 goods valued at .?;iO,.500J000, 
or nearly twice the amount of our sales 
to them. 
So Hint in the unparalleled 


awakening of the island empire which in 
twenty years could increase her imports 
seven times, this country has more than 
equally shared with other nations. 


Some men in the United States may 


prate about the friendly feeling existing 
in Japan toward Americans, but the re- 
cent demonstrations do not evince the 
.fact. In fact, the Japanese rather blame 
the Americans for the peace settlement, 
and in consequence 
American visitors 


have been subjected to insults at the 
hands of tho mikado's subjects. The or- 
iental character is at best a difficult one 
to understand, nnd the citizens of the 
United States should not labor under the 
misapprehension that there exists a deep 
and undying fooling of friendship toward 
the United States because of our known 
antipathy 
towards Russia during the 


war. 


o'ausie they believe the peace terms are 
not advantageous enough for Japan. 


Japanese stoicism is well illustrated in 


the news dispatch saying that the Joss 
of the Mikasa with 600 men was calmly 
received. If some of that calmness of 
spirit had been manifested by the popu- 
lace of Tokio on the receipt of the news 
of peace terms, a better idea of the Jap- 
anese character would have gone out to 
the world, but even at that the islanders 
have not acted! much differently than

A Mongol- 
ian now has designs on the football team 
at West Point and will try for the var- 
sity eleven. A Chinaman going down 
the field with his cue flying in the wind 
would certainly add quite a picturesque- 
ness to the gridiron. When a few of 
the western sports arc introduced into 
the Chinese empire, and the youths of 
tho country begin to take an interest in 
football, baseball, rowing, etc., then we 
can believe that actual progression has 
commenced.

which was destroyed Monday morning. 


The lliimcs spread in Uic interior of tlio

•waships lying at anchor in the harbor at 
once sent detachments of otlicers and 
men to assist in the work of lighting the 
fire.

other warships on board added to the 
casualties, us practically all

were killed or drowned. Thus many of 
the warships in the Japanese navy are 
represented on the death rolls. 


HEROISM OF TUK. CHEWS. 


The crews of tlie several ships fought 


the flames heroically 
despite 
the con- 


stant danger of the explosion of the mag- 
azines. 


The energies of the ofiicers and men 


were directed to preventing the (lames 
fi</m reaching the big forward magazine, 
it being believed that the magazine lift 
was in less danger of being reached by 
tlie llaiues. 


An hour after tlie discovery of the fire 


the 
:»ft magazine exploded, blowing n 


great hole in the port side of the battle- 
ship. 


SINKS IN AN INSTANT. 


The huge craft sank almost in an in- 


stant. There was no time even for tlie 
men, hundreds of whom were below 
•leeks fighting the flumes, to reach the 
rail and jump into the sea. 


Kven had there been time for the men 


to spring overboard, few would have been 
able to have saved their lives in this 
manner. 
Nearly ail of tlie iiOO or more 


men on board at the moment of the ex- 
plosion were below decks, fighting 
tlie 


flames. When the explosion came the 
magazine wax surrounded by sivnnns of 
men. 
Hundreds of them were killed in- 


stantly. The others were cither so badly 
wounded dr so completely stunned by the 
concussion that 
they wern unable to 


reach the deck or even n porthole. 


ONLY A FKW ESCAPE. 


A few men who wore on deck and well 


forward, sprang or were thrown into the 
a-ntor and were picked up by boats from 
;he other ship. 


The Miku.iu s'jnk in shallow water and 


doubtless can be flouted and rebuilt, un- 
less the explosion destroyed the entire 
mperstructure. 


TUe disaster to the battleship Mikasa 


ias cast u gloom everywhere. The Mik- 
a,sa was Togo's t'agship and was endeared 


to the hearts of the people. Great re- 
lief was felt throughout Japan when it 
was learned that Admiral Togo was not 
on board the ship at the time of the fire. 


An investigation, is now being held, to 


determine the cause of the fire. 


LIKE THE WISCONSIN. 


"With its companion ship, the Asnlie, 


the Mikiistt was the pride of every Jap- 
anese naval officer and bluejacket," said 
a naval critics yesterday. "In fighting 
capacity and resistant strength the Mik- 
asii compared with our Wisconsin, one of 
tlie most powerful battleships afloat, 


"The Mikusa was the literal successor 


by nearly ton years of development of 
t!ie Xuniwu, commanded in 1S04 by the 
same silent Togo, who won the battle of 
the Japan sea. It was the Mikasa that 
rounded the. shoulder of Tsushima when 
Uojcstvensky and the llussian fleet ap- 
peared. The clay before this sanguinary 
encounter, calling his ollicurs about him 
on tlie deck of the JJikusii, Admiral Togo 
said to them: 


'• 'I have the honor to announce to you, 


gentlemen, the enemy of our country flips 
the Hussian flag.' 


ADMIEAL ADDRESSES CEEW. 


"In front of the admiral and the ofii- 


cers gathered there— always on tlie deck 
of the Mikasa — there \vas a white paul- 
lownia wood tray culled sambo. Upon it 
always rested an ancient dagger. It was 
the traditional three and one-half inch 
blade with which tlie Samurai of old 
claimed the right of apologising for fail- 
ure in accomplishing; u duty with which 
he was wont to commit a rite of the Kap- 
puku. 


"Eye witnesses have said that Togo's 


eyes dwelt in silence on the sacred sym- 
bol of Nippon Samurai; they spoke all he 
wished to say to his men. They under- 
stood, 


"Many of our American correspond- 


ents who were permitted to visit the 
Mikasa, and who had an intimate knowl- 
edge of battleships, pronounced it the fin- 
est fighting craft ever put afloat. [ 
would regard this as something of an ex- 
aggeration, although even now there are 
few ships in the English or American na- 
vies that could surpass it in fighting ca- 
pacity."

OTHER NAVAL DISASTERS. 


The disasters in the Japanese, navy 


previously reported were the battleships 
Hatstise and Ynshima, sunk by minos; 
the cruiser Yoshino, sunk by being ram- 
med by the Knsnga, and the cruisers Id- 
zuma and Miyaka, sunk by mines. The 
small unprotected cruiser Kaimon also 
was lost. 


The present make-up of the mikado's

pected to prove a big help in the per- 
fecting of the rural delivery system of 
the country. 


A feature of interest in rural deliv- 


ery which people generally do not know 
about perhaps is that a carrier on a ru- 
ral route has the authority to take a 
newly mailed letter and deliver it to 
somebody who may be'further alou? on 
the route. 
Instead of having a rubber 


stamp and pad with which to cancel the 
stamp, all that the carriers now have to 
do is to take an indelible 
pencil 
ant 


cross off the stamp. This applies to C;i 
ricrs who were never supplied with th 
stamps—those who have the stamps be 
ing expected to use them for the presen 
However, it is no longer the plan t 
have the carriers stamp the letters col 
looted on their route, before bringing th 
letters into the office, for all of "then 
have to bring them to their station— 
excepting where they may have the op 
portunity of delivering the letter while, 
on their route as noted above.

Joseph Le Roy, a trader of Green Bay, 
in tho year 17SO, and from tlio 
unio'n 


sprang a family of twelve children, six 
of whom were liorn at the trading post 
of Mr. Vieau. Peter was the sixth child 
to be born there. 


Mr. Vieuu was probably the last mem 


ber of the old fur-trading families o 
Wisconsin, who himself actually engage, 
in the trade. 
From earliest youth 
h, 


was familiar with forest life and the for 
ost-trade all the way between Chicng, 
and Lake Superior. Ho had a wide anc 
intimate acquaintance with early trnd 
ers and Indians.
